published in tho autumn of 1849; and “ Villette,” written 
in the intervals of sickness and montal depression, camo 
out in 1852. In the spring of 1854, Charlotte was married 
to her father’s curate, the Rev. A. Nicholls, who had long 
known and loyed her; but she did not live long to enjoy 
her newly-acquired happiness, sinking into the graye, 
after serious illness, on the 31st of March, 1855. 


But as years passed on, Charlotte had to otherwise 
bestir herself, and obtained some very sorrowful ex- 
eriences a8 @ governess, Subsequently, with the view of 
otter qualifying horself for the thankless task of teaching, 
sho went with hor sister Emily to Brussels, in 1842, and 
took up hor abode in a pensionnat, While there, it would 
seem from her after description, she was nover free from 
the ‘* gnawing sensation of hunger,” and to this depriva- 
tion of sufficient food sho partly attributed the smallness 
of her stature. When Charlotte returned home, & new 
shadow fell across the threshold of the always sufficiently 
deprossing parsonage. Her father’s sight declined fast, 
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and her only brother con- 
tinuing a source of constant 
anxiety, it became oyident 
that school-keeping would 
never prove an adequate 
resource, and sho turned hor 
thoughts, therefore, with her 
sisters, to literature. ‘‘ We 
had very early,” sheremarks, 
in her preface to ‘‘ Villette,” 
‘(cherished the dream of 
becoming authors. This 
dream, never relinquished, 
even when distance divided, 
and absorbing tasks occupied 
us, now suddenly acquired 
strength and _ consistenoy : 
it took the character of a 
resolye;” tho result being 
the volume of ‘‘ Poems, by 
Currer, Ellis, and Acton 
Bell,” which, however, met 
with little favour, Char.

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A Wreath of Spring CHilY Flolwers.

Like the spirit of love, felt everywhere ! 
And each flower and herb on earth’s dark breast, 
Rose from the dreams of its wintry rest.—Suetury. 


Santee has oxquisitely described the flowers that 
ardens and fields in spring. I feel loath, 
after reading his beautiful lines, to attempt a prose 
picture of the few ‘wildlings” I had gathered for my 
wreath, so very plain and commonplace will, I am sure, 
the description read while his verses are lingering in my 
brain; but as my readers may not, perchance, criticise 
my sketch by such a standard, I will do my best. 

[ commence with the Anemone, or Wind Flower. This 
blossom is essentially pect one, nevertheless, as I am 
writing on the 2nd of April, and they aro blooming in 
full beauty around. ms, it shall have the place of honour 
in my wreath. There are several species of anemone : 
the A. nemorosa, the A. pulsatilla, the A. Ranunculoides, 
and the A. Apennina; or blue mountain anemone, all 
belong to the samo genus; although I beliove the pasque- 
flower and thé blue mountain: anemone cannot, strictly 
speaking, be called natives of England. 

Next to the Wind Flower let me place the Bluo Violet. 
I love violets for themselves, independently of the various 
poetical associations connected with thom. Shakespeare's 
allusions to this flowér would alone have been sulficient 
to have immortalised it. The sweet violet, Viola odorata, 
is cultivated extensively in the neighbourhood of Strat- 
ford-upon-Avon for the sake of its petals. Probably this 
was tho case in thesdays of the bard; and his beautiful 
lines in the ‘“‘ Winter’s Tale,” and ‘* Twelfth Night,” were 
doubtless suggested by the flower immediately before 
him. We bave eight indigenous kinds of violets. That 
‘floral deception, the dog vidlet, E. canina, is one of them. 
Its flowers are scentless, its colour is its only charm, and 
that it loses if exposed to the sun. How can people eat 
violets ? Of course, we know that they are the fabled 
food of Io, but I now allude to tho present modern 
fashion—the now dish, violets and cream, is, I am told, 
the geatest novelty of our London season. 

I think a little green will be desirable in my wreath, 
and the Sweet Briar, of which it is written :-— 

The breeze of spring, the summer's western wind, 
Robs of its odours not a sweeter flower 

In.all the blooming waste it leayes behind, 

Than that the sweot briar yields it; and the shower 
‘Wets not a rose that buds in Beauty’s bower 

_ One half go lovely, 
seems, the most appropriate, It has just come into leaf, 
and the dir, after a shower, ia scented with its perfume, 

‘Close to the Hglantine, as this briar is often called, I 
place the Lily of the Valley. It rarely flowers in an un- 
cultivated state before May, but its ‘tender green” 
leaves aro very lovely, even when unlightened by its 
‘tremulous bells.” It grows wild in Gloucestershire, 
and, I believe, in some parts of Bedfordshire, The Via 
Gilia (The Way of Lali about a quarter of a mile to 
the south of Matlock Bath, is their favourite haunt. They 
line tho sides of the valley, and tho beautiful winding 
river, with its fringe of golden and purple iris contributes 
to the loveliness of the scene. 

I must not forget the Wild Strawberry, Fragaria vesca. 
Most botanical books give May as the timo of its flower- 
ing, but I found it in F ooiiita, on Saturday. It is rather 
singular that the anbients should have Said so little about 
this delicious plant... Modern writers, however, have 
amply atoned for the nogleot,.and many of the fine 
varieties of our garden strawborty have been obtained 
from the F. vesca..:. 

Tho Wild Hyacinth is now in bloom, Many people con~ 
found this flower with the harebell, a very different 
blossom. Its thick stom would alone tell one that it was 
not the flowor alluded to by Scott when he wrote :— 


Ben tho slight harebell raised its head, 
Elastic from hor airy tread. 


Tho true harebell is the Companula rotundifolia. 

And now with the Primrose, I think I must complete 
my wreath. The hedges in tho part of Hampshire, in 
which I write, are positively studied with them. Much 
as I like them; they do not occupy the same place in my 
affections that their cousins the Cowslips do, 

When I first read Shakespeare, long before I could 
appreciate, or half understand the beauty of his writings, 
I firmly believed that fairies couched ‘in a cowslip’s 
bell,” and quite envied their queen ‘her pensioners, in 
their gold coats,” decked with fairy favours. 

April is rich in many other wild flowers besides the 
ones I haye spoken of; but my wreath is finished, and 
should it be fortunate enough to find a place in THE 
Lapy’s Own, I may perhaps be encouraged to weave 
another garland,

Ae Imperial Review has been haying'a fling on behalf of 

“largo families,” and the teaching is so opposed to 
that of certain sot disant philosophers and smart writers, 
that we cannot but refer to it hero, 

We aro vastly mistaken, says the writer, if a much 
greater amount of happinoss is not found in large families 
than in small ones. ‘Tho moro the merrier,” is an 
aphorism far more justly applicable to domestic than to 
social life, Theoretically, one would scarcely expect that 
a number of entire or comparative strangers would 
be made more friondly or genial sim ly by_ being 
numerically multiplied ; and experience ful y corroborates 
this negative expectation.

When properly 
made it is as good as any turtle :— 

Demi Tortue Claire a la Littledale-—Put a very fine fresh 
calf's head, with the skin on, into warm water, to discharge the 
blood ; then boil it for two hours, and when cool cut the fat 
parts of the head which adhere to tho skin into picces, l}in. 
square, and wash them well in several waters, to clear away 
the particles, Havo ready a good beef stock, slightly flavoured 
with mushrooms and trufilos, cayenne and salt; put the stock 
into a stowpan in which it is intended to make the soup, add 
sliced five carrots, five turnips, five large onions, two or three 
shallots, plenty of celery, a bundlo of herbs of all sorts, two 
bay leaves, and a handfal of parsley ; three tablespoonfuls of 
Tarragon vinegar, one of soy, twelvo cloves, twelve allspice, 
three bits of mace, and two or three slices of lean ham, chopped 
the size of dico; let the soup simmer over the fire for two hours, 
atrain it through a tammy, put in the prepared pieces of head, 
boil all together, and add, when served in the turcen, one 
spoonful of brandy or two of white wine and lemon juice. At 
table have ready to hand round slices of lemon and jcayenne.— 
N.B. Always flavour more from vegetables and herbs than 
from spices, and never fry anything for clear soup, nor use 
flour. In Liverpool clear turtlo and clear soups are alone 
tolerated, in London turtlo is spoilt by thickening it with flour,

but his eyes hayevall the exquisite sweetness which havo 
made his mother one of the loveliest women in Europe: 
He has not a little grace of deportment added to much 
boyish frankness, which bespeaks a genial’ nature. Ho 
is not deficient in the sense of humour, and of the sweet. 
ness of his disposition there can be no doubt, Anyono 
who has seen him af Fontainebleau playing. with his 
huge dog, will be convinced that fondness for animals is 
also one of the Prince’s characteristics. The greatest 
attachment has long existed between the young Napoleon 
and one of his playmates, and an interesting anecdote is 
told of them when only six’ or seven ‘years old. Some 
misunderstanding had arisen in their game, and in the 
excitemont of their juvenile quarrel tho Prince received 
a blow. But hero the child bethought himself of the lessons 
carefully inculeated by his mother, and turning his earnest 
and thoughtful eyo on his little companion, he said, ‘T 
cannot return it you, because you are a Frenchman, and 
fam the Prince Imperial of France,” The children wera 
duly separated and put in disgrace, When, next day, his 
pugnacious friend was brought by his father to apologise 
for having so far forgotten himself, tho Prince, on seoing 
him, threw his arms round his neck, saying, ‘Ah, how 
unhappy I have boen not to have seon you a whole day.” 
There would seem to bo a fair prospect of a kind and 
generous heart developing itself by the side of an ad- 
mittedly precocious intelligence in him for whom Na O- 
leon TI. has chosen no other title than “ the Child of

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‘AN event long expected, though tho end came more 
suddenly even than was feared, has filled the papers with 
biographical sketches this week. Lord Brougham, tho 
able lawyer, the brilliant orator, tho learned writer, and 
one of the leading champions of Social Science, is dead. 
The intelligence reached London late on ceo night, 
The vanareble peor died at his seat at Cannes. His lord- 
ship (who reached his eighty-ninth year last Pettey 
kad lately been in the enjoyment of excellent health, an 
took his usual carriage exercise on the Thursday after- 
noon. He retired to rest between eight and nino o’clock ; 
and ata later hour his attendant, bofore going to bed, 
went, pursuant to his ordinary custom, into his lordship’s 
room, and found that he had died in his sleep. Henry 
Brougham was the oldest son of the late Mr. Henry 
Brougham, of Scales Hall, Oumberland, and Brougham 
Hall, Westmoreland, by Eleanor, daughter of tho 
Rey. James Syne, maternal nieco of the historian 
Robertson, and was born in §8t, Andrew’s-square, 
Edinburgh, September 19, 1779. He received his 
education firat at the High School, Edinburgh, under 
Mr. Luke Fraser, and afterwards under Dr. Adam, author 
of the celebrated treatiso on ‘‘ Roman Antiquities” ; and 
from the High School ho passed to tho niversity of 
Edinburgh, where he was a par of Dugald Stewart, 
Black, Robinson, and several other well-known professors, 
Ho was admitted a Scottish advocate in 1800, Having 
removed to London in the year 1808 he was called to 
the bar at Lincoln’s Inn, and entered upon practico on 
the Northern Circuit. Ho mado his first speech in the 
House of Commons on March 5, 1810, in the debate on 
Mr. Whitbread’s motion of censuro on the Earl of Chatham 
for privately transmitting to the King his narratiyo of 
the expedition to the Scheldt. In 1825 Mr, Brougham 
was lected Lord Rector of Glasgow Universit : 
and in 1827 ho laid the foundation of tho Society 
for the Diffusion of Useful Knowledge, of which he was 
also the first president. He was raised to the peerage 
and mudo Lord Chancellor in 1830, In 1819 Lord 
Brougham married Mary Anno, widow of Mr. John 
Spalding, and eldest daughter of Thomas Eden, Deputy 
Auditor of Greenwich Hospital (brother of the late Lords 
Auckland and Henley), by whom he had an only daughter, 
who died young, Noy. 30, 1839. He was emphatically’ a 
‘working man,” whatever theclass may hold who arrogate 
to themselves that title. His was a brain that could nevor 
rest. Indeed, he would never let it rest, He delighted 
in tours de force. In his great election contest for York- 
shire in 1830, which he gained, he travelled 120 miles in 
ono day, spoke at cight different places, and appeared in 
court at York Assizes tho following morning at nine 
o'clock... And we have heard, says the Pall Mail Clazette, 
that on one occasion in early life he resolved to work con. 
tinuously without sleep from Monday morning till Satur. 
aby. nig t, and boasted that he had carried out his mad 
resolya, 


WEDNESDAY was the day fixed for tho laying of tho 
foundation-stone of tho now St. Thomas’s Hospital, and 
the announcement that had been made that the ceremony 
would bo performed by Her Majesty drow together a vast 
crowd of we subjects, of all ranks and degrees, The

o’clock, attended by a cavalry escort, and arrived at the 
site of the new hospital precisely at twenty minutes to 
twelve. Here a guard of honour was drawn up, and the 
Queen was welcomed with a Royal salute. 'Tho president 
and treasurer, with a deputation of governors of tho 
hospital, received Her Majesty, and conducted hor in 

rocession to her chair of State on the raised dais in 
ront of the stone. Her Majesty was here received 
with tho most enthusiastic cheering. ‘The National Anthem 
was sung on the Queen taking hor seat, the wholo company 
rising, and for the most part joining heartily in the 
words. The Queon was dressed entirely in black with a 
black bonnet, beneath which the widow's cap could just 
be seon, On Her Majesty’s right was tho Princess of 
Wales, who looked exceedingly well, and who woro a 
lilac dress. Tho Princo of Walos was on Hor Majesty’s 
left hand, and there were present also the Duke of Cam. 
bridge, the Prince and Princess Christian, the Princesses 
Louiso and Beatrico, Prince Arthur and Prince Leopold, 
Her Majesty was attended by the Mistress of tho Robes, 
the Master of the Horse, the Lord Steward, the Lord 
Chamberlain, the Vice-Chamborlain, the Lord and Lady 
in Waiting, &c., &e.

THE IRISH TRIMMING, 


A new double insertion in Cordon Braid and 
Crochet that can hardly be distinguished from 
the richest Cluny Lace. 


Tuts is a very rich pattern, suitable for trim- 
ming ladios’ and children’s dresses and mantles. 
Use tho finest Cordon braid with the pearl 
edge, as before (Wale e Walkor’s Penelope 
crochet hook No. 2, and Walter Evans and Co.’s 
boar’s head cotton No. 80. Lay two pieces of 
the braid together between the finger and 
thumb, so that the pearl edges stand up together 
between tho fingers. Make a plain stitch 
between two of the pearls that are together, 
one belonging to each strip—6 chain, miss 6 
pearls, 1 single in the 7th pearls of both pieces 
of braid as before. Continuo till the desired 
length is worked. This draws the braid. 

Second row: Open the braid; it now forms - 
two sets of vandykes, cither sido a tight row of 
crochet. Make 1d. ¢, into the pearl on the top 
of the first vandyke on one side; 3 chain. Pass 
the cotton twico round the needle, insert tho 
needle in the lowest pearl in the next recess of 
the vandyke, and work off two at a time as in 
a long stitch. 8 chain, and repeat. . 

Third row: 1d.c. on the railway stitch of 
last row; 3 chain, * 1 Ione on the double 
crochet; 5 chain, unite it back to the top of tho 
long stitch just mado by 1 plain, 2 chain, and 
repeat twico moro from *, working all in the 
same hole; 3 chain, and repeat. When 
finished, pull into shape with the fingers. 

Work on tho other side of the trimming in 
the same munner, re-commencing from tho 
second row.

Ghe Rudies’ Garden. 


‘Tax most important work just now in the Flower Garden ig 
the preparation of the beds and borders to receive the bedding 
plants, and the gradual hardening off of tho latter previous to 
their due instalment in their blooming positions, Many 
persons have already filled up their beds; but wo advise our 
fair readers not to be in too great a hurry in this respect, for 
only last week wo had several rather sharp night-frosts that 
must have given a severe check, if not proved positively fatal, 
to tender plants just removed from the frames. A few hours 
frost is quite sufficient to throw nowly-bedded plants back a 
couple of months; and little is gained, therefore, by filling the 
beds before, say, the last woek in this month, when checks from 
frost are presumably at an end. In the meantime, however, 
thero is much to engage attention; many plants will require 
training into shape; annuals, sown in patches, need thinning ; 
tender annuals will have to be pricked out from tho seed pans ; 
and many other operations will suggest themselves in indi- 
vidual cases, : 

All kinds of hardy annuals may still be sown, either whero 
they are to bloom or in reserve beds. Those sown in March 
and April will require thinning. If the woather prove showery, 
take advantage of it for this purpose. Annuals, if has been 
truly remarked, aro held in light estimation because people do 
not really cultivate them. ‘Thin out the patches and top the 
branching kinds, and they will bloom so vigorously as to be 
altogether unlike the crowded spindling things of which peoplo 
so complain. Quick-flowering annuals sown in shady 
places at the end of the month, or early in June, will come into 
tlower for succession to those that are exhausted, and prove of 
great service. :
